Abstract: (ENG) 

PURPOSE: To provide a liquid detergent for scrubbing produced by compounding a specific composite resin powder as 
a scrubbing material Into an aqueous liquid detergent, having excellent dispersion stability, keeping high quality and 
cleaning effect over a long period and enabling the selection of the kind and particle size of the scrubbing material. 

CONSTITUTION: This scrubbing detergent is produced by including (A) a scrubbing material consisting of a composite 
resin powder produced by compounding (i) an inorganic powder and/or an organic powder into (ii) a synthetic resin 
and having an average true specific gravity adjusted to 0.95-1.10 in (B) an aqueous liquid detergent. The component 
(Ii) is composed mainly of a polyolefin (e.g. polyethylene or polypropylene) or a polyamide resin and the component 
0) is selected from calcium carbonate, silica, zeolite, aluminum hydroxide, bentonite, wood flour, cellulose, chitosan, 
silicone resin, epoxy resin, polyester resin and acrylic resin. Preferably, the component A is prepared by dissolution 
precipitation method and has particle diameter of 1.0-1, 000pm.
